Report: U.S. drug war has become 
war against young black men: A 
report released last week in Balti- 
more sharply condemned the fed- 
eral government's so-called war 
against drugs suggesting that the 
government's anti-drug campaign 
“is racially biased on all fronts and 
has made young black men its en- 
emy.” According to the study by the 
Alexandria, Virginia-based National 
Center on Institutions and Alterna- 
tives, on an average day in 1991, 56 
percent of black men in Baltimore 
between the ages of 18 and 35 were 
in prison, on parole or probation, 
being sought on arrest warrants or’ 
awaiting trial. The center issued a 
similar report on Washington, D.C. 
last April showing that the compa- 
rable figure in the nation’s capital 
was 42 percent. Center president, 
Jerome G. Miller, said the primary

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Civilians, Police On Same Side of Law 


Since the Rodney King fiasco, mayors and other public 
officials along with citizens’ groups have been seeking to establish 
civilian review boards to deal with alleged inappropriate behavior 
of police officers. We have seen, beyond a shadow of a doubt, 
that the "public posture” of police is to defend at all costs the 
behavior of police no matter what the facts prove a la Rodney 


King. 


Now we have the incident with New York Mayor David 
Dinkins and the mob actions of some of New York's finest which 
once again underscore the need for civilian scrutiny of the police. 
The violent mob-like actions of the police in that instance brought 
images of a police state, or military uprising not unlike those 
images seen at six and eleven in some foreign countries under 


military dictatorships. 


No one group should ever believe that it can blatantly break the 
law and not feel the repercussions; however, lately, in the King 
travesty and now the police uprising in New York, it appears that 
one group, the police, is above the law it is supposed to be 


enforcing. 


What is even more ludicrous is the fact that many civilians 
would probably be more than fair in their judgments of police. 
Even after King and now the New York uprising, one would be 
hard pressed to find the average citizen wanting to live without 
the police. Most people are happy to see police officers. Just ask 
the shopkeepers in any area, urban or suburban or the mother 
whose child is late getting home, or someone stranded in his car. 
The list goes on. The vast majority of people see themselves on 
the same side of the law. As a result many civilians if given the 
charge to sit in judgment of police behavior would tend to give the 
benefit of the doubt to the officer. They know what police are up 
against, they know the jeopardy officers put themselves in to 
protect individuals and uphold the law. Furthermore, who hasn't 
seen one or more of the numerous cop shows on television that 
tells of the heroic deeds of the men in blue? 

A sensible approach should be taken to this issue. Although we 
support the establishment of a civilian review board, those people 
selected to serve should undergo the same scrutiny as a judicial 


appointment. 


The police should understand that the majority of people in 
their communities are law-abiding and that they are capable of 
making sound judgments in disputes concerning the police and 
civilians and most importantly, they have the same goals —equal 


protection under the law.

alocal train. These officers were out 
of uniform (which is no excuse), so 
when the young man gothimself off 
of the floor, he reportedly pulled a 
razor out of his bag and defended 
himself by slashing the officers face. 
The young man has been arrested 
and faces several charges. Since 
several witnesses have come for- 
ward and stated that this young man 
was attacked first, it will be interest- 
ing to see how this case will lay 
itself out in the courts. 

As of this date, there haven’t 
been any officers arrested for their 
criminal misconduct, It seems that 
African-Americans can get picked 
out of the video tapes for identifi- 
cation, but the police department 
has a hard time identifying their 
own members. In his present mood, 
Mayor Dinkins appears to not be 
backing down — some of those 
officers are going to have to pay for 
their inexcusable behavior.
